liberal response. We are a Christian, democratic people, 
here in America; and the one certain way to show we still 
have the faith that cynical governments have forgotten is 
to answer this call of charity in the season of Christ's 
birthday. 


For now more than ever before in the history of the 


world we understand the true value of kindness and charity 
as between persons — the kindness and charity that come 
personally from a neighbor, not from the cold political 
hand of distant government. 


The world today resembles that distant world into 


which Christ was born. 


Then the war-drums of Old Rome beat across the 


face of civilization. Then all talk was of government, 
and very little talk was of persons, neighbors, religion 
and charity. It mattered little whether this man was good 
and kindly and generous, or cold, ambitious and cruel.

British Drive 
Continues 150 
Miles in Libya 


English Land, 
Air Attacks 
Isolate Bardia; 
Durna Raided 


CAIRO —(/?)— Italian forces were 


reported Wednesday by the RAF to 
be falling back toward Dcrna, 150 
miles witliin Libya, harrasscd 
by 


bombs and machine-guns 
on 
the 


march. 


"Hcconnaisancc flights showed the 


enemy retreating toward Derna," the 
communique said. 


Earlier reports 
from the western 


desert indicated that Bardia, Italy's 
main coastal base in (lie Libyan front- 
ier region, had been isolated by Bri- 
tish armored units to the west and 
fresh troops rolling up before the 
town on the cast. 


Apparently the line had been clos- 


ed also on the south. 


For any retreat toward Dcrna the 


Italians had to pass through or near 
Tobruk, roughly half the 150 miles 
distance !o Bardia. 


British airmen struck heavily at the 


Italian forces. 


'Aircraft of the RAF continued to 


attack Bardia both during the day 
and the previous night," o British 
communique said. 


"Three large fires .were started jn 


the Bard La encampment. 


"Derna was raided during Tuesday 


night. All bombs fell on the airdrome. 
Owing to bad weather the damage 
was not observed." 


The 10-day drive into the western 


desert by Britain's army of the Nile 
now reported to have carried to posi- 
tions of dominance at Bardia seemed 
to have touched off other offensive 
feints against Italy's East Africa hold- 
ings. 


A 12-mile dash into Italian Somali- 


land by British mechanized units and 
light artillery resulted in the raiding 
of El Wak, Italian base, killing 50 
of 
its defenders and capturing 120 


others with considerable equipment. 


"Offensive patrolling" 
along 
the 


Kenya frontier which faces Ethiopia 
on the north and Italian Somaliland 
on the east was reported. 


Whether these operations would go 


further than feints to divert Italian 
attention from point to another re- 
mained to be seen. 


Italian Troops

Greek Guns Within 
Range of Albania 
Base; Huge 
Fires Seen 


ATHENS —(/P)~ Fires have broken 


out at Klisura, it was officially report- 
ed Wednesday, leading to the belief 
that the Italians arc abandoning that 
mountain town on the middle Albanian 
front. 


The Italians were thought to be 


burning supplies, the same kind of 
fires having been observed at Porto 
Edcia and Argirocastra when those 
bases were surrendered earlier. 


Klisura, and Tepellini, farther west 


were reported within the range of 
Greek guns. Heavy fighting was re- 
ported continuing 
in 
the Klisura- 


Tepellini sector, which the Greeks 
characterized as a decisive victory.

The Fascists 
were said to have 


used 50 tanks in a roving defense 
which the Greeks met with artillery 
fire.

A motor transport column appar- 


ently headed for the coastal front to 
supply the Italians was bombed Tues- 
day by the British RAF, according to 
its communique. 


The bombers found the column on 


a coastal road, it was said, and a num- 
ber of bombs wore seen to burst on 
the roadside. The trucks were ma- 
chine-gunned but the communique 
said "a fierce snowstorm which ham- 
pered operations prevented observa- 
tion of the full effect of the attack."
